CLIMATE 


What  is  Alberta’s  climate  like? 

Southern  Albertaiis  generally  dry  and 
sunny,  with  some  very  hot  summer  days. 

In  central  and  northern  Alberta,  rainfall  is 
slightly  more  frequent  during  spring  and 
summer,  with  moderate  temperatures. 
Mountain  areas  are  usually  warm  in 
mid-summer,  spring,  and  fall.  Nights  in 
the  mountains  are  cool  in  the  spring  and 
fall.  Winter  temperatures  are  milder  in 
Alberta  than  most  pebple  expect.  The 
average  minimum  temperature  in 
January /February  is  — 16°C.  Average  winter 
maximums  range  from  -1°C  to  -10°C. 
Perfect  for  the  outdoor  vacation  experience!

Alberta’s  two  largest  cities,  Edmonton 
and  Calgary,  are  clean,  cosmopolitan  and 
modem,  each  with  populations  of  more 
than  half  a  million.

COMING 

TO 

CANADA 


All  visitors,  except  U.S.  citizens,  must 
have  a  valid  national  passport.  No  visa  is 
needed  by  citizens  of  Commonwealth 
countries,  including  the  U.K.,  most 
European  countries,  the  Americas  or 
Japan.  For  detailed  information,  contact 
Canada  Immigration  Division,  Department 
of  Manpower  and  Immigration,  Ottawa, 
Ontario,  Canada.  K1A  0J9. 

U.S.  citizens  do  not  require  passports 
or  visas  to  visit  Canada.  However,  some 
citizenship  identification  should  be  carried 
and  persons  under  18  should  have  a  letter 
of  permission  from  a  parent  or  guardian  to 
travel  into  Canada. 

Though  not  required,  it  is 
recommended  that  recreational  and  other 
durable  items  be  registered  on  entry.  For 
details,  contact  Customs  and  Excise.

There  are  dinosaur 
fossils,  reconstructed  fur-trading  forts, 
Indian  and  pioneer  relics,  heritage 
villages,  antique  car  museums,  historical 
trails  and  a  wealth  of  multi-cultural 
heritage  for  you  to  explore. 

In  winter,  the  “skiers’  Alberta” 
appears.  The  world-famed  alpine  ski 
resorts  of  Mount  Norquay,  Sunshine 
Village,  Lake  Louise,  and  Fortress 
Mountain  in  the  Banff  area,  and  Marmot 
Basin  near  Jasper  offer  sensational  alpine 
skiing.  Cross-country  and  touring  skiers 
from  around  the  world  come  to  Alberta  to 
enjoy  the  magnificent  scenery  and  the 
more  rugged  Nordic  skiing  found  in  the 
mountains.  And  for  a  unique  alpine 
experience,  helicopter  skiing  offers  the 
thrill  of  a  lifetime  for  advanced 
intermediates  and  experts. 

Alberta  is  an  all-seasons  vacation 
destination.  Picturesque  springtime,  wild 
flowers,  wildlife,  and  fresh  young  greens 
awakening  after  winter.  Summer  is 
relaxing  sun-filled  days,  beaches,  water 
sports  and  parks.

What  should  you  bring  on  your  visit  to 
Alberta? 

In  mid-summer,  if  you  are  going  to 
spend  some  time  in  the  mountains,  bring  a 
warm  sweater  or  jacket.  Otherwise,  light 
summer  clothing  will  be  all  you  need.  For 
spring  and  fall,  you  should  have  a  light 
coat  or  warm  jacket.  You  will  need  a 
heavy  coat,  gloves,  boots  and  warm 
clothing  during  winter. 

Sports  equipment  and  personal  goods 
can  be  brought  into  Alberta  by  declaring 
them  at  Canadian  customs.  If  you  plan  to 
take  Canadian  purchases  home  with  you, 
it  is  advisable  to  check  on  duty  charges 
with  appropriate  authorities  in  your 
country.
